Relative to the 
contest from Nebraska, your committee 
begs leave to report that after a care­ 
ful examination of the testimony pre­ 
sented to your committee, and after a 
full hearing from the respective parties 
aud a careful consideration of their 
several arguments, your committee 
finds and begs leave to report that tile 
delegates and alternates headed by 
Hon. William J. Bryan of Nebraska 
(great applause) are entitled to seats 
In this convention as delegates and al­ 
ternates. (Applause.) In regard to the 
contest from the State of Michigan, 
your committee is not ready to report, 
and asks further time for the consider­ 
ation of the same.” 
Mr. Atwood moved tile adoption of 
this partial report, aud it was declared 
agreed to. 
A recess was then baken pending the 
final report of the committee on cre­ 
dentials, during which addresses were 
made by Gov. Hogg of Texas, Senator 
Blackburn of Kentucky, Gov. Altgeld 
of Illinois and George Fred Williams 
of Massachusetts. 
The committee on credentials having 
at last agreed on a partial report, tile 
chairman.

Tile 24 votes of Tennessee stepped 
into Bryan’s camp and almost immedi­ 
ately Virginia followed her with the 
same number, both of them deserting 
Bland. Three territories, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Indian Territory, marched 
after them from the Bland standard to 
Bryan, each one six strong. The en­ 
thusiasm was aroused again when big 
' Beck’’ Hinriclisen called out the 48 of 
Illinois for Bryan, the most important 
desertion from Bland. 
The nomination of Bryan seemed im­ 
minent. There were cries: “Ohio can 
do it.” anil John It. McLean appeared 
in a chair holding a cane aloft, w’liile 
under him the other leaders seemed to 
lie squabbling. “Ohio withdraws tile 
name of McLean.” said that gentleman, 
“aud easts 40 votes for Bryan.” His 
voice failed to carry many feet, so the 
dramatic stroke was lost upon the gal­ 
leries. There was a commotion after­ 
ward in the Texas ranks next door to 
Ohio. Bryan hail 492 votes. Montana 
with (5 and Oklahoma with Hie same 
number swelled it to 504, two-thirds of 
all the votes cast. 
Gov. Stone of Missouri mounted tile 
platform ami read a letter from Mr. 
Bland, in which he stated that lie did 
not want the nomination unless it was 
the judgment of tile delegates that lie 
i was tile strongest man, and urged put­ 
ting tile cause of silver above tile man. 
Gov. Stone then cast the forty-six votes 
of Missouri for Bryan.

Confusion reigned throughout tile 
building, with delegates on their chairs 
clamoring to ciiange their votes, and a 
tierce hum of surprise anil speculation. 
Then Delegate Von Wa gen a ii of Iowa 
crowded to tile platform. In impress­ 
ive tones he said that Gov. Boies also 
placed Hie cause above the man, aud 
lie, too, cast tile vote of ids state for 
Bryan. Senator Jones changed the 
vote of Arkansas, which was instruct­ 
ed for Bland, to tile Nebraskan. Other 
states tumbled into the foaming wake. 
Montana and West Virginia changed 
their votes, amid great enthusiasm. 
Senator Turpin of Indiana withdrew 
tile name of Matthews anil moved that 
tin* nomination in* made unanimous. 
Delegate* McDermott of New Jersey 
demanded a call of the states. There 
was no second to Mr. McDermott’s de­ 
mand, however, and then Chairman 
White declared the motion carried.

served bim faithfully.” 
But fate had taken it in hand to 
frustrate all the peddler’s well ealcu 
lated intentions 
On entering the Jeweller's simp, Abra 
haiti swaggered up to the counter, and, 
displaying ids watch, said that he 
wished to sell It; that lie had not taken 
it to a pawnbroker’s because he knew 
lie should never redeem it, and wauted, 
besides, more money than any pawn­ 
broker would be willing to advance 
upon it 
Such a watch, offered for sale by 
such a man, naturally excited Mr. 
Sprlngford's suspicions, and lie de­ 
manded abruptly of the peddler how 
lie had become possessed of such a val 
uable piece of property 
And then Abraham, surprised into 
the confession, In a moment said, that 
lie had received it as a present from 
Mr. Stanley Claremont, who was Sir 
Loghlen O’Meara’s nephew. 
The next minute Abraham recognized

That is to say, when once he had 
quitted that shop; but now, in answ er 
to further questions, lie felt himself 
compelled to give his true nan)? and 
add less. 
But his candor was not to b t re­ 
warded us he liad hoped, for Mr. 
Spriugford, retaining possession of the 
watch, told Abraham that, before part 
lug with it, or attem pting to purchase 
it. lie must ascertain from Mr. Stanley 
Claremont himself what truth there 
w’As in the singular story which had 
just lieen told.

I do sot knew that It Is a to m ity th at 
should reply to the distinguished senator 
from Sooth Carolina (Senator Tillman), and 
I trust th at la any reply that I may make 
I shall not fall to accord to him my pro­ 
found respects. I woald my s t the outset 
I am a Democrat, but I am not a revolu­ 
tionist. I will n y further that, ne m atter 
what the provocation, yon cannot drive me 
oat of the Democratic party. W ithout In­ 
tending to specially reply to tho remarks 
of tb s distinguished senator from Sooth 
Carolina, I will only say that it waa a 
waste of time upon his part to assume 
that we were so Ignorant aa not to know 
that it was his state that attem pted to 
break np the Democratic party ta IMO, bat 
that party bas survived the attem pts of 
every section of the country to divide It, 
to distract It; It lives to-day sad I hope It 
will long survive. My mission bere to-day 
Is to unite, not to divide; to build up, not 
to destroy; to plan for victory and not to 
plot for defeat 
New York makes no apology to Sonth 
Carolina for her resolution. We get our 
Democracy from our fathers. Ws do not 
need to learn It from those whom my 
friend represents. 
Need I defend New 
York? No; It Is not necessary; she defends 
herself. Need I defend the attacks mads 
upon her and her citlsens of wealth, men 
of Intelligence and character? No; It Is not 
necessary 
Need I remind this Democratic 
national convention that It Is In the great 
8tate of New Yark aud lo Its great city 
where the wealth that he Inveighs against 
Is situated? But It Is that great city that 
never but once in Its history gave a Repub­ 
lican majority. When other cities failed to 
respond. New York was the Gibraltar of 
Democracy. 
. 
The question which this convention is to 
divide Is. Milch is the best position to 
U te s t this time upon the financial ques­ 
tion? In a word, the question presented Is 
between International bimetallism and local 
bimetallism, 
lf there be gold monometal 
lists they are not represented either la 
the majority report or In the minority, 
I therefore start out with this proposl 
Hon: 
That the Democratic carty stands 
to-day In favor of gold and sliver as the 
money of the country. 
We stand In favor 
of the proposition of a single standard, 
either of gold or silver, but we differ ss 
to the means to bring about that result. 
Those I represent and for whom I apeak— 
the sixteen members of the minority com­ 
mittee—Insist that we should not attem pt 
the experiment of free and unlimited coin­ 
age of silver without the co-operation of 
other great nations. 
It Is uot a question 
of patriotism. It Is not a question of cour­ 
age. 
It Is not a question of loyalty. 
It 
Is not a question of valor. 
The majority’s 
platform speaks of the subject as though 
It was simply a question as to whether we 
were a brave enough people to enter upon 
this experiment. 
It Is a question of busi­ 
ness. 
It Is a question of finance. 
It la a 
question of economies. 
It Is not a ques­ 
tion, notwithstanding, which man ever so 
brave can solve. 
Mr. President. I think 
that the safest, the best course for this 
convention to have pursued was to take 
the first step forward in the great cause 
of monetary reform by declaring in favor of 
International Bimetallism 
I am not bere to assail the honesty or 
sincerity of a single man who disagrees 
with me. 
There are those around me who 
know that in every utterance made upon 
tills subject I have treated the friends of 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at tho 
ratio of IO to I with respect. 
I am hero 
to pursue that course to-day. I do not think 
that we can safely ignore the monetary 
systems of other great nations. It Is a ques 
tion about which honest men may differ. 
I believe we cannot Ignore the attitude of 
other nations upon this subject any more 
than we eau their attitude upon the other 
questions of the day. 
I know it Is said 
by enthusiastic friends that America can 
mark out a course for herself. I know that 
It appeals to the pride of the average Amer­ 
ican to say that, It m atters not what other 
countries may do. we can arrange this mat­ 
ter ourselves. 
But I beg to remind you, lf 
that suggestion is carried out to its legiti­ 
mate conclusion, you might as well do 
away 
with 
international 
treaties; 
you 
might as well do away with all the provi­ 
sions In your tariff billa that have relation 
to the laws of other countries. 
In this 
great age, when we are connected with all 
portions of the earth by our ships, by our 
cable*, and by SII methods of Intercourse, 
we think that It Is uuwtse to attem pt this 
alone. 
Mr. President, I want to call your a t­ 
tention to this single point. 
I think It 
Is unwise further for this convention to 
haxard this contest upon a single ratio. 
W hat does this sliver platform provide? 
It should have contented Itself with the 
■Ingle statem ent that It was In favor of the 
remonetisation of silver and placing It upon 
equality with gold, but. Instead of that. your 
committee has recommended for adoption 
a platform which makes the test of Dem­ 
ocratic loyalty to bang upon a single ratio, 
and that 16 to I. 
I doubt the wisdom of 
having entered into detail. 
I doubt the 
propriety of saying that 15H or 17 Is 
heresy, and IC is the only true Democratic 
doctrine. 
Permit me to remind you—I 
Bec distinguished senators before me. who 
In the stylate of the United States, friends 
of free silver, have introduced bills *or the 
free and unlimited cotuage of sliver at the 
ratio of 20 to I —I beg to remind this con­ 
vention that some of your candidates pro­ 
posed for nomination are men whom I ac­ 
cept, and whose Democracy Is admitted, 
who have time and time again in congress 
voted for other ratios than 16 to I; and yet 
you are proposing to nominate men upon a 
platform that limits and restricts them to 
one single ratio. 
With all due respect I 
thiuk it an unwise step. 
I think it an un­ 
necessary step, and I think It will return 
to plague us Iii the fntnre. I think we have 
too many close business relations with the 
other great nations of the world for us 
to Ignore their attitude. 
Your proposed 
platform says that the policy of gold mono­ 
metallism is a British policy. 
Mr. President 
they forget to tell the 
people of this country that it Is a French 
poller also; they forget to tell the people 
of this country that it Is a German policy 
also; they fall to remind you that it Is the 
policy of the whole number of governments 
represented In what was called the Latin 
union. Therefore, I think It looks a little - 
just a trifle—like demagoguery to suggest 
that this Is the policy of a single nation 
alone. 
Mr. President* I regret also to see 
that your platform Mys not a single word 
In favor of International bimetallism not 
necessarily inconsistent with this platform— 
and there Is no declaration whatever that 
It Is the policy of this government to at­ 
tempt to bring It about. 
H ie minority 
platform declares expressly that It Is the 
policy of this government to make steady 
efforts to bring this nbo.it. 
It would be 
safer to do It; It would be wiser to do It. 
We run no risk niton the great question 
of the finances of this republic. 
I do not 
Intend In the brief time alloted to me to 
enter iuto any elaborate argument upon 
this question. 
I assume that this conven­ 
tion desires, as tho people of this country 
desire, that every silver dollar coined shall 
be the equal of every other dollar coined. 
I find no words In this platform In favor 
of the maintenance of the parity of the two 
metals. 
I find no suggestion of what is to 
be done 
la Gone the E xperim ent Falls. 


I find no suggestion of bow you are to 
brace up this now depreciated currency 
Everything Is risked upon the mere fact 
that It shall be given free coinage at tho 
mints. 
I beg to call your attention to 
this fact that, In my humble opinion, the 
very policy condemned by this platform 
Is the policy that has kept your greenback 
and your oliver dollar at a parity with 
gold during the past years. We think that 
times and conditions have changed. We 
think that you cannot ignore the fact of 
the great production of silver In this coun­ 
try. We think yon caunot safely Ignore 
the fact, In the preparation pf a financial 
system, that the cost qf the production 
of silver has greatly fallen. Why, It Is 
the ycry pregnant fact that cqnfronta all 
the world in the sqlving of this f refit ques­ 
tion, of the Immense discovery of silver 
everywhere.

FIRED AT M. FAURE 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF THE 
PRESIDENT OF FRANCE. 


A Ham F ir e s P o la t

Paris, July ML — An attem pt was 
mode to assassinate President Pa tire 
to-day. 
The president had gone to 
Longchamps to review the troops. H a 
had no sooner entered (be field when 
a man in the crowd stepped foreran! 
and fired a revolver at him. The allot 
did not take effect The would-be aa- 
snsain was a t once arrested. 
He de­ 
clared that he had only fired a blank 
cartridge, and that be liad no Intention 
of killing the president 
When it be­ 
came known in the crowd th a t the 
president had not been hurt by tile 
shot, the greatest enthusiasm 
was 
manifested. 
Cheer after cheer was 
sent up, and the people could scarcely 
be restrained 
by the guards from 
crowding about the place where the 
president and Ilia suite were standing. 
The news of the attem pt upon the 
life of President Faure spread with 
great rapidity among the crowds of 
people, who were celebrating the na­ 
tional fete day, and created an Im­ 
mense sensation. The president, after 
the Incident, was everywhere received 
with cheers, the people taking that 
means of expressing their gratification 
at his escape from a violent death. 
As President Faure, seated in an 
open carriage and accompanied by M. 
Mellne, the premier, and MM. Boised 
and Tourney, appeared upon the re­ 
viewing stand a t Longchamps. a well 
dressed man, about forty years of 
age, who had betn leaning against a 
tree, took 
deliberate aim 
and fired 
twice in quick succession with a re­ 
volver at the president. The man had 
not time to fire again before the crowd 
closed in upon him and seized him, 
and, but for the Intervention of the 
police, the would-be assassin would 
probably Lave been lynched. 
The name of the man is given as 
Francois. 
It appears that some time 
ago, In order to draw attention to a 
supposed 
grievance which 
he har­ 
bored, he fired a revolver in the hall 
of Hie chamber of deputies. Francois 
declares that he had no desire to barm 
the president, but that the sole pur- 
liose of his act to-day was to secure 
a heariug by 
the president 
of his 
grievance. 
The full name is found to be Eugene 
Marie Francois. 
His record proven to 
lie well known and he has before been 
under the surveillance of the police. 
He was dismissed from his position 
ns foreman of municipal works in 
June for sending threatening verses 
to the president of 
tile 
municipal 
council. On June 29 he threw in the 
chamber of deputies a pamphlet en­ 
titled “Freedom 
of W riting in the 
Nineteenth Century Under Felix I.” 
Iu this 
pamphlet 
he spoke of the 
abuses of the administration and de­ 
clared that attem pts had been made 
to poison him wheiever he went. After 
the excitement of the sensational fir­ 
ing upon the president from a throng 
of people had somewhat subsided, the 
incident began to be regal dec! as only 
tile irresponsible and harmless act of 
a madman.

Jo bu P ry de will die au igno m inio us 
death upo n the scaffo ld fo r the bru ­ 
tal m u rder o f Andrew Peterso n. Go v. 
C lo u gh o n S atu rday last signed the 
death w arrant, and o n M o nday S h er­ 
iff S palding received the o fficial do c­ 
u m ent which directed him to be in 
readiness fo r the executio n o f P ry de 
betw een the ho u rs o f m idu ight aud 
su nrise o n T hu rsday m o rning « July 
23, 18%. 
On Mo nday afterno o n Sheriff .Spal­ 
ding info rm ed P ry de th at the date 
fo r bis execu tio n had been fixed ut 
th a t time, and the priso ner co uld co n­ 
trol him self no longer but gav e way 
and cried like a baby . 
H is co u rage 
has been kept up all alo ng with the 
ho pe th at so m ething wo uld happen 
which wo uld land him in states pris­ 
o n, ao d he had never eapected that 
he wo uld be o bliged to walk to the 
scaffo ld and there have ju stice m eted 
o ut. 
H e is a co ward at heart and it 
is expected that his nerve will entire­ 
ly fo rsake him when the tim e co mes 
and that he will have to be dragged 
o r carried to the gallo ws. 
H e sleeps fairly well and partak« s 
o f his meals, bu t no t with that evi­ 
dent relish th at he did befo re the 
date was fixed. 
Y esterday he wro te 
a letter to his m o ther in which he 
stated th at he 
acco unted fo r his 
do wnfall, and dated the co m m ence­ 
ment o f it at a tim e when he lo aned 
a chum o f his $ 5 with which to play 
po ker, that the mo ney was lo st, and 
he finally was indu ced tq try the 
gam e and win his mo ney back but 
lo st steadily u ntil § 400 o r § 500 was 
go ne, and he was bro ke. 
T he letter 
was a ram bling co m po sitio n and do es 
no t state where this o ccurred. 
He 
also expressed the ho pe that so me 
thing wo uld o ccu r.bet ween no w and 
next Thu rsday to save him. 
T he priso ner has been rem o ved to 
the u pper part o f the jail and a watch 
is kept o ver him day and night. The 
enclo sure in the rear o f the jail is be­ 
ing erected to -day , au d will be co m ­ 
pleted 
M o nday m o rning, 
and 
by 
Monday night ev ery thing will be in 
readiness for the awful ev ent. 
P ry de’s crim e was o ne o f the mo st 
co ld blo o ded m u rders ever co m m it­ 
ted in the state. 
Pry de and his victim 
had wo rked to gether in the lu m ber 
cam ps o f the M inneso ta 
L o gging 
co mpany and their last wo rk was in 
cam p No . 2, where Pry de wo rked as 
co o k. Pry de drifted back to Brainerd 
au d wo rked at the N o rthen Mill. 
He wro te to Peterso n, asking him to 
co me to B rainerd as he had fo und 
wo rk fo r him. Peterso n fell into the 
trap and o n arriving at Brainerd, Feb. 
24, he was m eet by Pry de, who o f­ 
fered to take him to his place o f 
em plo y m ent, which he said was so me 
distance in the co u ntry . 
T he men 
started, and Pry de co ndu cted 
his 
victim to a lo nely spo t near Red Sand 
lake. 
T here he indu ced Peterso n to 
step in front of him and deliberately 
fired from a rev olv er, which he had 
borrowed, stn k ieg his 
victim in the 
bead. 
Peterson fell and Pry de, no t 
satisfied with his deed, fired two 
m(5^A shots into the pro strate man. 


The th iee sho ts lo dged I" 
victim 8 
head o ne go ing thro u gh his wrist. 
Pry de went thro u gh Peterso n’s po ck­ 
ets and to o k a sm all sum in silver co in 
after which he went ho m e and to bed, 
first biding the revo lver u nder a sho w 
case in the bo arding bo use. 
Petersen was fo u nd later in the 
evening. H e was taken to the L u m ­ 
berm en’s ho spital in this city and 
rem ained alive and co nscio us lo ng 
eno u gh to nam e hisassailau t and later 
identify him . 
C o nfro nted with 
his 
victim, P ry de finally co nfessed, and 
o n M arch 11 he was fo u d gu ilty and 
sentenced to be hanged. T he papers in 
the case were sent to Go v. Clo ugh, 
who has had them u nder advisem ent 
u ntil no w. A petitio n was sent by the 
citizens o f B rainerd asking fo r a 
co m m u tatio n o f the sentence to life 
im priso nm ent, bu t the go verno r dec­ 
lined to interfere. In speaking o f the 
m atter to a Pio neer Press repo rter 
the go verno r said; “If ever there was a 
man who needed hanging, this is such 
a cai-e. It was a co ld blo o ded m u rder. 
T here was no where a sign that the 
killing was the resu lt o f the heat o f 
passio n. N either was it the wo rk o f a 
bo y . It was a deliberately 
planned 
m u rder, with ro bbery as its o bj eCf. 
There is no t a single reaso n presented 
why this man sho u ld have a co m m u ta­ 
tio n of sentence, and to grant it wo o ld 
be false clemency . 
Citizens alway s 
dislike an executio n, bu t this questio n 
m ust no t be allo wed to enter into such 
cases as the o ne here presented.”

John Pryde will die aa ignominious 
death upon the scaffold for the bro­ 
tel murder of Andrew Peterson. Gov. 
Clough on Saturday last signed the 
death warrant, and on Monday Sher 
iff Spalding received the official doc­ 
ument whioh directed him to he in 
readiness for the execution of Pryde 
between the hours of midnight and 
sunrise on Thursday morning July 
23,1896. 
On Monday afternoon Sheriff Spal­ 
ding informed Pryde that the date 
for his execution had been fixed at 
that time, and the prisoner could con­ 
trol himMlf no longer but gave way 
aud cried like a baby. 
His courage 
has been kept up all along with the 
hope that something would happen 
which would land him in states pris­ 
on, and he had never expected that 
he would be obliged to walk to the 
scaffold and there have justice meted 
out. He is a coward at heart and it 
is expected that his nerve will entire­ 
ly forsake him when the time comes 
$nd that he will have to be dragged 
or carried to the gallows. 
He sleeps fairly well and partake a 
of his meals, but not with that evi­ 
dent relish that he did before the 
date was fixed. Yesterday he wrote 
a letter to his mother iu which he 
stated that he accounted for his 
downfall, and dated the commence­ 
ment of it at a time when he loaned 
a chum of hi6 $5 with which to play 
poker, that the money was lost, aud 
he finally was induced to try the 
game and win bis money back bnt 
lost steadily until $400 or $500 was 
gone, and he was broke. 
The letter 


WM a rambling composition and does 
not state where this occurred. 
He 
also expressed the hope that some­ 
thing would occur, bet ween now and 
next Thursday to save him. 
The prisoner has been removed to 
the upper part of the jail and a watch 
is kept over him day and night. The 
enclosure in the rear of the jail is be­ 
ing erected to-day, and will be com­ 
pleted Monday morning, and by 
Monday night everything will bein 
readiness for the awful event. 
Pryde’s crime was one of the most 
cold blooded murders ever commit­ 
ted in the state. Pryde and his victim 
had worked together in the lumber 
camps of the Minnesota Logging 
company and their last work was in 
eamp No. 2, where Pryde worked as 
cook. Pryde drifted back to Brainerd 
and worked at the Northen Mill. 
He wrote to Peterson, asking him to 
come to Brainerd as he had found 
work for him. Peterson fell into the 
trap and qn arraying at Brainerd, Feb. 
24, he was meet by Pryde, who of­ 
fered to take him ‘ to his place of 
employment, which he said was some 
distance in the country. The men 
started, and Pryde conducted his 
victim to a lonely spot near Red Sand 
lake. There he induced Peterson to 
step in front of him sod deliberately 
fired from a revolver, which he had 
borrowed, striking his victim in the 
b«|d. Peterson fell and Pryde, not 
satisfied with his deed, fired two 
mdf* shots into the prostrate man. 
The thiee shots lodged IU *be victim s 
head one going through his wrist. 
Pryde went through Peterson’s pock­ 
ets and took a small sum in silver coin 
after which he went home and to bed, 
first hiding the revolver under a show 
case in the boarding house. 
Petersen was found later in the 
evening. He was taken to the Lum­ 
bermen’s hospital in this city and 
remained alive and conscious long 
enough to name his assailant and later 
identify him. Confronted with his 
victim, Pryde finally confessed, and 
on March l l he was fond guilty and 
sentenced to be hanged. The papers in 
the OSM were sent to Gov. Clough, 
who has had them under advisement 
until now. A petition was sent by the 
citizens of Brainerd asking for a 
commutation of the sentence to life 
imprisonment, but the governor dec­ 
lined to interfere. In speaking of the 
matter to a Pioneer Press reporter 
the governor said. “If eyer there was a 
man who needed hanging, this is such 
a case. It was a cold blooded murder. 
There was nowhere a sign that the 
killing was the result of the beat of 
passion. Neither was it the work of a 
boy. It was a deliberately planned 
murder, with robbery as its obj eCt. 
There is not a single reason presented 
why this man should have a commuta­ 
tion of senteoce, dud to grant it would 
be false clemency. Citizens always 
dislike an execution, but this question 
must not be allowed to enter into such 
cases aa the one here presented.”

Considerable discussion followed the 
reading of the report, and the roll call 
was demanded 011 its adoption. The 
vote resulted as follows: Daniel, 550; 
Hill. 549. 
Senator Daniel was escorted to the 
platform and introduced to the conven­ 
tion by Chairman Harrity. A great 
demonstration followed, and when or­ 
der was restored Senator Daniel ad­ 
dressed the convention. His speech 
sounded the keynote far tin* silver men, 
who frequently interrupted him with 
cheers and applause. 
The roll of slates was then called, 
and the selections for membership 011 
the various committees were announc­ 
ed, after which tin* convention ad­ 
journed until lo o ’clock to-morrow. 
At exactly 19:50 Wednesday morn­ 
ing Senator Daniel rapped for order. 
The minions of the sergeant-at-arms 
had some difficulty in clearing tin* 
aisles. Rev. Francis Edward Green, 
tin Episcopalian minister of Cedar 
Rapids. Iowa, who has tin* distinction 
of having prayed for peace and har­ 
mony at two previous Democratic con­ 
ventions, was introduced and delivered 
the invocation. 
Mr. Atwood of Kansas then present­ 
ed a partial report of the committee on 
credentials, as follows: 
“ Your committee on credentials beg 
leave to report as follows: 
“ First- It is respectfully recommend­ 
ed that the national Democratic c o n ­ 
vention take action to the effect of 
granting to each of tin* territories and 
District of Columbia six votes as rep­ 
resentation in this convention. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) This conclusion was arrived 
at after considerable discussion, but 
tho great majority of your committee 
deem it proper to embody this recom­ 
mendation in tills, their partial report. 
“Second—After a careful and pains 
taking comparison of the original and 
official credt ntials with the list of dele­ 
gates ami alternates, as prepared by 
the secretary of the national executive 
committee, your committee beg leave 
to report that it finds its roster or roll 
of names correct, with the exception of 
those names appearing thereon as dele­ 
gates and alternates from tin* States of 
Nebraska and Michigan. (Great ap­ 
plause and cheering.) Relative to the 
contest from Nebraska, your committee 
bogs leave to report that after a care­ 
ful examination of tin* testimony pre­ 
sented to your committee, and after a 
full hearing from the respective parties 
and a careful consideration of their 
several arguments, 
your committee 
finds and ls*gs leave to report that tin* 
delegates and alternates headed by 
Hon. NVilliam J. Bryan of Nebraska 
(great applause) are entitled to seats 
In this convention as delegates and al­ 
ternates. (Applause.) In regard to the 
contest from the State of Michigan, 
your committee is not ready to report, 
and asks further time for the consider­ 
ation of the same.” 
Mr. Atwood moved tho adoption of 
this partial report, and it was declared 
agreed to. 
A recess was then taken penning the 
final report of the committee on cre­ 
dentials, during which addresses were 
made by Gov. llogg of Texas, Senator 
Blackburn of Kentucky. Gov. Altgeld 
of Illinois and George Fred NVilliams 
of Massachusetts. 
The committee on credentials having 
nt last agreed on a partial report, the 
chairman, Mr. Atwood of Kansas was 
introduced and presented the report.

matic act of the convention, 
h was by 
long odds the most spec tacular, for as 
the hands of tie* d o c k were creeping 
on toward the appointed hour of eight 
and the president-making delegates be­ 
gan to fill the great banks of seats, the 
largest crowd so far of tin* convention 
was 111 attendance, and for the first 
time filled the g a l l e r i e s and attaining 
tlx* Chicago standard of bigness. 
Senator Jones of Arkansas gained 
recognition aud moved that t h e con­ 
vention p r o c e e d to t h e nomination of 
a candidate for president of the United 
States. It was carried with a roar, the 


announcement <>t this ballot has never 
been equalled in the history o- political 
conventions. Frenzied men fought for 
the standards of other delegations, 
hundreds of newspapers and umbrellas 
were furiously hurled through the air 
and men find women went frantic with 
excitement. Throughout it all. Mrs. 
Pry an sat to the right of the platform. 
Although ;t bright look of pleasure 
lighted her features, slit* did not ap­ 
pear at ;ill excited by this wonderful 
demonstration in honor of her distin­ 
guished husband. 
F i f t h B a l l o t . 
The fifth ballot 
was begun and 
Foote of California declared: “Califor­ 
nia for the first time is solid and easts 
is votes for Bryan.” Florida carried 
eight votes for Bryan from Matthews 
ami Boies.

Jobu Pryde will die an ignominious 
death upon the scaffold for the bru­ 
tal murder of Andrew Peterson. Gov. 
Clough on Saturday last signed the 
death warrant, and on Monday Sher­ 
iff Spalding received the official doc­ 
ument which directed him to be in 
readiness for the execution of Pryde 
between the hours of midnight aud 
sunrise on Thursday morning July 
23, 18%. 
On Monday afternoon Sheriff Spal­ 
ding informed Pryde that the date 
for his execution had been fixed at 
that time, and the prisoner could con­ 
trol himself no longer but gave way 
and cried like a baby. 
His courage 
has been kept up all along with the 
hope that something would happen 
which would laud him in states pris­ 
on, aad he had never expected that 
he would be obliged to walk to the 
scaffold and there have justice meted 
out. 
He is a coward at heart and it 
is expected that his nerve will entire­ 
ly forsake him when the time comes 
and that he will have to be dragged 
or carried to the gallows. 
He sleeps fairly well and part&kt ? 
of his meals, but not with that evi­ 
dent relish that he did before the 
date was fixed. 
Yesterday he wrote 
a letter to his mother iu which he 
stated that he accounted for his 
downfall, and dated the commence­ 
ment of it at a time when he loaned 
a chum of his $5 with which to play 
poker, that the money was lost, and 
he finally was induced tq try the 
game and win his money back but 
lost steadily until $4o0 or $500 was 
gone, and he was broke. 
The letter 
was a rambling composition and does 
not state where this occurred. 
He 
also expressed the hope that some 
thing would occur.between now and 
next Thursday to save him. 
The prisoner has been removed to 
the upper part of the jail and a watch 
is kept over him day and night. The 
enclosure in the rear of the jail is be­ 
ing erected to-day, aud will be com­ 
pleted Monday morning, 
and 
by 
Monday night everything will be in 
readiness for the awful event. 
Pryde’s crime was one of the most 
cold blooded murders ever commit­ 
ted in the state. 
Pryde and his victim 
had worked together in the lumber 
camps of the Minnesota Logging 
company and their last work was in 
camp No. 2, where Pryde worked as 
cook. Pryde drifted back to Brainerd 
and worked at the Northen Mill. 
He wrote to Peterson, asking him to 
come to Brainerd as ho had found 
work for him. Peterson fell into the 
trap and on arriving at Brainerd, Feb. 
24, he was meet by Pryde, who of­ 
fered to take him to his place of 
employment, which he said was some 
distance in the country. 
The men 
started, and Pryde conducted 
his 
victim to a lonely spot near Red Sand 
lake. 
There he induced Peterson to 
step in front of him and deliberately 
fired from a revolver, which he had 
borrowed, striking his victim in the 
head. 
Peterson fell and Pryde, not 
satisfied with hm deed, fired two 
m<5^A shots into the prostrate man. 
The three shots lodged Fn *&© victim's 
head one going through his wrist. 
Pryde went through Peterson’s pock­ 
ets and took a small sum in silver coin 
after which he went home and to bed, 
first hiding the revolver under a show 
case in the boarding house. 
Petersen was found later in the 
evening. He was taken to the Lum ­ 
bermen’s hospital in this city and 
remained alive and conscious long 
enough to name his assailant and later 
identify him. 
Confronted with 
his 
victim, Pryde finally confessed, and 
on March 11 he was foud guilty and 
sentenced to be hanged. The papers in 
the case were sent to Gov. Clough, 
who has had them under advisement 
until now. A petition was sent by the 
citizens of Brainerd asking for a 
commutation of the sentence to life 
imprisonment, but the governor dec­ 
lined to interfere. In speaking of the 
matter to a Pioneer Press reporter 
the governor said. “If ever there was a 
man who needed hanging, this is such 
a case. It was a cold blooded murder. 
There was nowhere a sign that the 
killing was the result of the beat of 
passion. Neither was it the work of a 
boy. It was a deliberately 
planned 
murder, with robbery as its obj eCh 
There is not a single reason presented 
why this man should have a commuta­ 
tion of sentence, and to grant it would 
be false clemency. 
Citizens always 
dislike an execution, but this question 
must not be allowed to enter into such 
cases as the one here presented.”
